The Terrible Tragedy in the Nursery 
at Brooklyn. 


The Murder of Her Daughter Wiunie 
by Mrs. Johnson—The Baby Saved 
by the Attendants—Insane With 
Grief and Misery—Mrs. Jobnson’s 
Domestic Troubles—Arraigned in 
Court. .

Now that the books 
and records are in the custody of officials who 
fave no personal or party interest in the sup- 


son why the bottom factsin regard to the 
possibility or probability of fraudulent issues 
shall not be settled beyond cavil.

STANFORD'S GIFT. 

Until the death of his idolized son turned all 
his wealth todross in nis hands, ex-Governor 
LELAND STaNforD had‘done nothing to suggest 
the possibility of his ever appearing in the role 
of a great public benefactor. By an invest- 
ment ot only $1,500 each, he and his partners, 
HuNTINGTON, Horxixs and the Crocksrs, had 
obtained control of the Central Pacific with its 
Government loan and land grant, and had 
made about $25,000,000 apiece out of the 
property while the stockholders had lost money 
and the Government had failed to receive a 
single dollar of the many millions of interest 
due on its loan with which the road was built. 
Their despotic and extortionate domination 
over business and politics had become 80 
odious on the Pacific coast that California re- 
belled a few years ago, and adopted a new 
constitution on purpose to check their auto- 
cratic power and protect the public 
from their rapacity. But with un- 
broken clutch on caucuses and courts 
they still refused to pay their State taxes and 
defied the law-making power of the people, 
until they could boast of controlling over 9,000 
milesof railroad with the money they had 
pocketed from the diverted earnings of the 
Central Pacific. 

Then, on the death of his only child, it was 
announced that ex-Gov. STANFORD would 
devote $20,000,000 of his wealth, including his 
baronial California landed estates of 83,000 
acres, worth $6,500,000, to the endowment of a 
great university dedicated to free education. 
Such a gift to the poor is without any parallel 
that we know of in human annals, and no bene- 
factor of the human race ever devoted his fort- 
une toa nobler benevolence. But itis a part 
of the history of the times that this gift was 
offered in connection with STANFORD’S name as 
a candidate for a seat in the Senate, and that 
he was elected forthwith. The great 
political chief and director of the 
monopolies in their schemes and 
struggles to overpower the people; the bold 
champion of the divine right of capital to take 
all it can get and of common carriers to charge 
Kall that thetarffic will bear,” and to discrim- 
inate as they please; the man whom it was 
supposed no party in California would ever 
again dare to support for any office, was 
elected to represent for six years in the United 
States Senate, not the State of California, but 
the most odious combination of subsidy-snatch- 
ers, land grabbers and monopolists that is now 
interested in manipulating judicial decisions 
and legislation. And although Senator Stan- 
FORD obtains a seatin the Senate for a gift 
which is but a small fraction of the amount 
wrongfully pocketed by the concern of which 
he is president, and it is known that his mis- 
sion in public life is to further the schemes of a 
combination that cannot, even by restitution 
to the last farthing of their ill-gotten gains, 
compensate for the wrongs they have done to 
the people and the Republic, yet he 
goes into the Senate lauded by the papers 
everywhere as a great public bene- 
factor whose example will go far 
towards reconciling the people to the immense 
aggregations of wealth in the hands of a few 
railroad kings and to the means by which they 
acquired it. 

Poorer gifts than this corrupted the Roman 
people and paved the way for Cesarism. The 
leaders of conquering legions returning to 
Rome with booty to lavishon the populace 
were not more dangerous to the Republic than 
our railroad Ceesars with gifts in their hands. 


THE TACOMA AFFAIR. 

The protection of American labor from com- 
petition with the cheap iabor of Europe and 
Asia is the pet hobby of the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. But, referring to the “rousing re- 
ception” given by the people of Tacoma to the 
twenty-seven citizens who were indicted for 
“outrages on inoffensive Chinese,” the Inter 
Ocean says: 

The only parallel to this reception of a gang in- 
dicted for crime is to be found in savage communi- 
ties welcoming home members of the tribe who 
have been out ou a raid for the purpose of mas- 
xacreing and plundering some neighboring sett.e- 
ment. 

No, the only logical parallel would be the 
welcome given by manufacturing monopolies 
to the successful advocate of a monopoly tariff, 
or to some organization that had broken upa 
gigantic smuggling enterprise. The people of 
Tacoma did an unlawful thing when they drove 
out all the Chinese, but they did it on the 
ground that their labor market was flooded 
with Chinese cheap labor, smuggled in 
from adjacent British territory contra- 
ry to law. and on the _§ further 
ground that competition with that smuggled 
labor meant not only low wages but starvation 
tor themselves. No matter how desperate their 
condition may have been, we are not saying 
that their conduct was lawful. But we do say 
that the protection which applies only to the 
product in the hands of the capitalists, and 
leaves the American laborer in competition 
with semi-lave labor imported duty iree or 
unlawfully smuggled in from Europe or Asia, 
is a fraud—a promise made to the ear only to 
be broken to the hope. However unlawful it 
may have been, the action of the people of 
Tacoma was but a logical and practical appli- 
cation of the very doctrine of natural right 
and public policy on which the Inter Ocean 
pretends to rest its support of monopoly tariff 
legislation.

His Meetings in St. Louis to Begin 
Sunday—His Colleague, Sam Small— 
History of the Hammond, Moody 


and Harrison Revivals. 
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On Sunday morning, at Centenary Southern 
Methodist Church, Sixteenth and Pine streets, 
begins the revival of Sam P. Jones, the latest addi- 


tiou tothe ranks of American evangelists. It is 


entirely in keeping with the plainness of the man 
that an appreciative world drops his middle initial 
and often his title, calling him simply “Sam, 
Jones The quaintness of his name is no greater 
than his style, and if there ever was a real Yankee 
evangelist a great many of his admirers say 
“Tnere he stands.” He was born in Chambers 
County, Alabama, October 16, 1847, and is now just 
a little over 88 years old. Four of bis uncles were 
ministers of the gospel, and the faith ruled strong 
in bis fam ly His mother died in bis eighth year, 
but not before sue haa planted the seeds that have 
since burst into blossom. His father was Captain 
John Jones, a lawyer of distinction, 
who reared bis family in Cartersville, Bartow 
County. Ga. He wes noted for his integrity, in- 
teiligence and consistent piety, aud led his son's 
mind caretuily along step by step as the boy grew 
to ma hood. He prepared him carefully for the 
legal profession, which he entered sbortly after 
reac.ing his majority, with brigut promises of 
success, But Sam's overflowing good nature and 
sovial temperament swept him off. and be was 
8 on the victim of excesses tuat rapidiy dragged 
im down iutoa powertul vortex of recklessness. 
Profanity, whisky-drinking and similar vices 
preyed on him to such au extent that he lost all 
reuson, and any attempt to stay his downward 
career oniy met With a*bitter reproach. His father 
was aud and pened, aud at last broxen- 
hearted, gave up and lay down to die, The deain- 
bed scene of tue father was a dramatic one, and at 
itscouclus.on the sou Sam is said to bave stood 
out trausfigure@ by the sublime death of nis 
parent. lt is rela ed that as tis father passed 
away, the son, overcome, fell upon his knees at the 
bedside and cried: 
“ILL QUIT; I'LL grrr! 
God be mereiful to me, a sioner.” He wept 
aud payed in an ago y of puysical pain and 
spiritual anguish, the outcome of whica was that 
he feit he Was called to preach, 
and wit hout waiting tor the advice 
of friend. applied for admiss on into the traveling 
ministry ine M. E. Church.
